Dr. Sweet's 
ekill.as a b'one-seUer Is well known, to 
the people of this city, u, considerable 
number of whom have boen under hiM 
treatment with results that seemed 
little less than marvelous, and as soon 
as his presentee here was kn'owa he was 
called upon to attend ^o cases which 
had proved troublesome for a long 
time. He reduced several disl'ocations 
of the hip, and was requested by Mr. 
Hunter to visit Mrs. John A, Doane of 
Blacklnton, who 
has long1 been 
a 


frl«nd 'of the Hunlter fiunily. She has 
been an invalid for 13 years, suffering 
from what was supposed to be a frac- 
ture of the hip, which never healed. 
Sha has been able to get around the 
house 'only with the aid of crutches. 
Sunday she was attended by Dr. Sweet, 
who on examination! found that her 
hip had not been broken, but was dis- 
located. 


Neither Mrs. Dtoane nor her husband 


believed that there was any help for 
her, and while they appreciated the 
doctor's visit and. Mr. Hunter's kind- 
ntess in bringing: him to the house, they 
were confident that he could do n'orth- 
ingr to relieve the guttering of Mrs. 
Doane. 
Dr. 
Sweet, without giving 


them.any epeclal encouragement, sug- 
gested that an examination could do 
•do harm, and assured them that in 
anything- he might attempt he would 
certainly do the woman no injury. It 
was finally decided that an examina- 
tion was advisable, and Mrs. Doane 
took a position! on a sofa, her husband, 
the doctor's wife and Mr. and Mrs. 
Hunter being present. Before any thing- 
was done the difference in the length 
of hep limbs was noted, arid by measure 
merit the injured one was found to be 


inches^ shorter than the other. The 


doctor then asked a few question? about 
the knee Joint trf the disabled limb, 
which he began gently to, manipulate, 
and before1 any one in the room was 
aware of his purpose he had restored 
the hip joint to its proper position. 


Mrs. Doane and h«r husband were al- 


most overcome with joy when they 
learned what had beeri done. The re- 
lief of the long suffering- woman was 
Immediate, but it will probably be a 
long time before she fully recovers, if 
she ever does, owing to the time that 
has elapsed since she sustained the 
injury. She is. however, steadily im- 
proving-, and it is evident that her suf- 
fering will be greatly alleviated, even 
if she never regains the perfect use of 
the injured hip. 


The injury was caused by a fall on an 


icy sidewalk on Main street, and the 
accident is well remembered by many 
residents of the city. Every physicianl 
who attended her before Dr. Sweet 
pronounced it a fracture Instead of a 
dislocation, and recovery, or even help 
to any considerable degree-, was con- 
sidered out tof the question. Mrs. 
Doante is now gaining" steadily and 
seems in a fair way to recover in large 
measure from the severe affliction with

The tillers of the soil, fide ^reat 
manufacturers, the merchant princes, 
the daring financiers, all these find 
their deeds heralded far and wide. How 
little does the world stop and think of 
that vast army of brave men in civil 
life, who so largely are the protectors 
of its wealth and the defenders of its 
Industies and Its homes, 
from that 


dread destroyer, the wasting fire. 


A moment's thaurht alone is neces- 


sary to show us- how vast a part of the 
material goods of a nation is gathered 
Into Its cities. But how longr oould our 
cities exist without the presence in 
them 'of those finely organized bodies of 
men whose business It Is to protect 
them from the ravages of that foe that 
la a slrigle niarht oould turn to asres 
the products Of a generation of hardest 
toll.

Nowadays it is a small community in- 
deed that does n'ot have some adequate 
protection from fire.

TOBACCO GROWN IN TENTS. 


An Attempt to Ralfie Snitiatra. 
Havana Seed on Connecticut Sol. 
An experiment in growing Havana 


seed and Sumatra tobacco in Connecti- 
cut soil under a tent is bfeing conducted 
by Professor E. H. Jenk-lns of the state 
agricultural station at New Haven and 
Marcus A. Floyd, tobacco expert of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. The covering is made of cheese- 
cloth, ia nine feet high and contains 
3,100 fept of cloth. Professor Jenkins 
told a New York Sun leporter at Hart- 
ford the other &&y that the covering 
offered many advantages, retaining the 
moisture in riie ground longer than 
where it was exposed, securing a tem- 
perature of from 5 to 10' degrees hotter 
and protecting the plants from heavy 
rain-storms or hail. Excessively heavy 
hail' may penetrate through the cloth, 
but the fafl wlH be sufficiently broken 
to prevent the plants from being bro- 
ken. Mr.- Floyd said: 


"Tfle Snmafra is progressing finely. 


The leaves are s^naltfer, of a brighter 
green and finer shade and are silkier 
than that raised in the open. We are 
gathering the crop.by*leave^, picking 
them as they become fully ^matured 
and leaving the stalk. This produces a 
much better result than to dsy them on 
the stalk. TtoG Havana seed is not do- 
Ing so well, and the outcome is In 
doubt." 


Professor Jenkins said that Connecti- 


cut tobacco no longer answered the De- 
mand of the trade and if the attempt 
to grow Sumatra here was successful 
It would result in grunt prosperity for 
Connecticut growers.

Carton* Readlne» of the People to 


Give Small Fee». 


The question of giving gratuities to 


•waiters and servants is as much a vexed 
one in this country as it \a on your side 
of the channel. 
ETCH your mangervant 


or maid expects in Germany a "tip" from 
your guests after they have dined or 
lunched with you, and it constantly hap- 
pens that on engaging a servant you are 
asked: "How about tips? Can I expect 
much from this source, and may I keep 
all I get, or hare I to share the tips with 
other servants?" I have even known 
mistresses hold out as an Inducement to 
•errants the fact that they entertain a 
good deal, whereby the wages are con- 
siderably 
supplemented by gratuities 


from guests. 


One very curious feature about Ger- 


man everyday life is the readiness of 
people to give a "trinkgeld," the equiva- 
lent of the French "potJrboire," under 
which name the donation is more fa- 
miliar to English ears. The feature is 
eurioue, because the Teuton is by nature 
thrifty, and many of them are more 
close than thrifty. And yet the same per- 
son who will expect a hard working 
teacher of languages to give lessons at 
from sixpence to 1 shilling an hour will 
often be seen to bestow a grouch en on 
the shop servant who has brought a par- 
cel to his house or a halfpenny on the 
tramway conductor for handing him his 
penny ticket. 
The postal officials who 


pay the money orders and bring the 
money to your house are entitled to 
charge a halfpenny for doing so, but 
look very sour If yon do not add an- 
other halfpenny of your own accord. 
Small "tips" all around are de rigneor in 
German daily life. 


It is always understood that the porter 


end the boots at a hotel may expect a 
gratuity from the guests. Now, the por- 
ter does little more for yon than hand 
yon your key and take off bis hat to yon 
as you enter and leave your hostelry, and 
in small towns he summons the boots at 
your departure by rigorously ringing the 
bell, and for these amenities be is re- 
warded in a sort of geometrical progreor 
tdon. The boots really does render serv- 
ices; he blacks your boots and brushes 
your clothes and is ready to assist you 
to> pack and sits on your portmanteau for 
you if need be whan you want to lock It 
Notwithstanding this it often happen! 
that he comes off second'or third heat in 
the way of rewards.—Chicago

of the rich.

paired and renbvated, revised till they 
arf thoroughly up-to-date, with all the 
modern Improvements, and warranted 
to keep in any climate. The work on 
which the committee of the council has 
been engaged for many months Is com- 
pleted, anU the rules of conduct "for a 
good city," are such that they are ex- 
pected to be serviceable for many years 
to come.

Firemen Have Klglit ol Way 


A frequent complaint has been that 


drivers and motormen did not give the 
fire department right 'of way in anl- 
swering an alarm, and accidents have 
often been narrowly averted aa a re- 
sult. A new ordinance gives strict di- 
rections onl this point, and should be 
ttudied by all drivers-. One section pro- 
vides that the department shall have 
afrsolvte right of way, that no person 
shall drive over any hose- of the de- 
part-nent, and that rh> team shall 'be 
hitched in front of a hose house. The 
most important sectiani reads: 


"Whenever an alarm 'of fire is given, 


all drivers of vehicles shall at once en- 
deavor to' give the fire department the 
right of way provided by chapter 162 
of the acts of the general court in the 
year 1898; all street railway conductors 
and motormen stooll causet their cars to 
immediately s-top when upon' State 
street north of the Hoosac river, Main 
street east of the Pho&nlx bridge. Eagle 
street and Union str.eet west of the flrsl 
bridge over the Hoosae river; provMec 
however, that no car shall stop within 
fifty feet ''of the entrance of any hose 
building, rMr upon, or within fifty fee 
of th's corners of State artd Main 
Streets, Main and Eagle streets, Cents 
and Eagle streets a-nd Eagle and Union 
Streets, until the fire department Shall 
have passed said street cars. 


"The punishment for wilfully and ma- 


liciously obstructing or retarding auch 
apparatus1, under the provisions of said 
chapter 162 is, imprisonment n'»>t ex- 
coedlng three months or by » fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars.
